The energy, referred to by the Pre- 
sident in the completion of the Tem- 
ple, signifies that the authorities were 
anxious for the Saints to receive their 
endowments before their removal, 
which was every day becoming more 
matured and pressing in their minds. 
They did not wish to make their flight 
in haste, and it was pretty evident that 
they had not a moment to spare for a 
well-planned exodus. | 

It may seem strange to some, who 
do not appreciate the earnest, genuine 
faith of these mers ple, that 
they should thus finish their Temple 
merely, as it would seem, to leave it as 
a monument for a triumphant mob. 
Bat the Saints had been commanded 
by revelation to build that Temple ; 
and the administration of their ordi- 
nances was of more than earthly im- 
portance to them. 

From their retreats, where they had 
secreted themselves to avoid arrest, 
President Young and the A 
came forth, on the morning of Satar- 


day, the 24th of May, 1845, to lay the 
cap-stone on the south-east corner of 
the Temple. 

“The singers sang their sweetest 
notes,” writes one of the Aposties; 
‘‘their voices thrilled the hearts of 
the assemblage, and the music of the 
band, which played on the occasi 
never sounded more charming ; | 
when President Young placed the stone 
in its position and said : 

‘* * The last stone is now laid 
the Temple, and I pray the Almig 
in the name of Jesus, to de 
this place and sustain us “the 
Temple is finished, and we have all got: 
congregation shouted, osanna 
Hosanna! Hosanna, to God and the 
Lamb, amen, amen; and amen ;’ 
and these words the second — 

ded upon people ; 
filled every beast, and tears of j 
coursed down many cheeks. The 
of praise were uttered with carnest- 


+ 
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ness and fervor ; it wasa relief to many 
to be able to give expression to the 
feelings with which their hearts were 
overcharged. Altogether the scene 
Was a very impressive one, and we 
doubt not that angels looked upon it 
and rejoiced.” 

“* So let it be,” said President Young, 
concluding the ceremonies ; ‘‘ this is 
the seventh day of the week, or the 
Jewish Sabbath. It is the day on 
which the Almighty finished his work 
and rested from his labors. We have 
finished the wails of the Temple, and 
may rest to-day from our labors.” 

The workmen were dismissed for 
the day, the congregation dispersed, 
and the Twelve Apostles returned to 
their places of retreat. 

Governor Ford, in a letter to Presi- 
dent Young, under date of April 8th, 
1845, urging the migration of the 
Mormons to California, said : 

‘Tf you can get off by yourselves 
ay may enjoy peace ; but, surrounded 

y such neighbors, I confess that I do 
not see the time when you will be per- 
mitted toenjoy quiet. I wasinformed 
by General Joseph Smith last Summer 
that he contemplated a removal west ; 
and from what I learned from him and 
others at that time, I think, if he had 
lived, he would have begun to move in 
the matter before this time. I would 
be willing to exert all my feeble abili- 
ties and influence to further your views 
in this respect if it was the wish of 
your people. 

‘*T would suggest a matter in confi- 
dence. California now offers a field 
for the prettiest enterprise that has 
been undertaken in modern times. 
It is but sparsely inhabited, and by 
none but the Indian or imbecile Mex1- 
can Spaniards. I have not enquired 
enough to know how strong it is in 
men and means. But this we know, 
- that if conquered from Mexico, that 

country is so physically weak and 
morally distracted that she could 
never send a force there to reconquer 
it. Why should it not be a pretty 
operation for your people to go out 
there, take possession of and conquer 
&@ portion of the vacant country, and 
establish an independent Government 
of your own, subject only to the laws 
of nations? You would remain there 
a long time before you would be dis- 
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turbed by the proximity of other set- 
tlements. If you conclude to do this, 
your design ought not to be-known, or 
otherwise it would become the duty of 
the United States to prevent your emi- 
gration. Ifyonce you cross the line of 
the United States Territories, you 
would be in no danger of being in- 
terfered with.” 

Knowing the intentions of Joseph 
Smith to remove the Mormon people, 
Senator Douglass and others had given 
similar advice to him; and the very 
fact that such men looked upon the 
Mormons as quite equal to the esta- 
blishment of an independent nation- 
ality, is most convincing proof that 
not their wrong-doing, but their em- 
pire-founding genius bas been, and 
still is, the cause of the ‘‘ irrepressible 
conflict” between them and the gen- 
tiles. 

The advice of Governor Ford, how- 
ever, was neither sought nor required. 
Brigham had nearly matured every 
part of the movement, shaping also 
the emigration from the British mis- 
sion; but the Rocky Mountains, not 
California proper, was the place chosen 
for his people’s retreat. 

It was then that Brigham Young 
addressed the famous petition to Pre- 
sident Polk and the Governors of all 
the States, excepting Missouri and 
Illinois, changing simply the address 
to each person. Here it is: 

Nauvoo, April 24th, 1845. 
His Excettency James J. 
President of the United States. 

Hon. Sire: Suffer us, in behalf of 
@ disfranchised and long-afflicted peo- 
ple, to prefer a few suggestions for 
your serious consideration, in hope of 
a friendly and unequivocal response, 
at as early a period as may snit your 
convenience, and the extreme urgency 
of the case seems to demand. 

It is not our present design to detail 
the multiplied and aggravated wrongs 
that we have received in the midst of 
™ nation that gave us birth. Most of 
us have long been loyal citizens of 
some one of these United States, over 
which you have the honor to preside, 
while a few only claim the privilege of 
peaceable and lawful emigrants, de- 
signing to make the Union our per- 
manent residence. 


We say we are a disfranchised people.

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We are privately told by the highest 
authorities of the State that it is nei- 
ther prudent nor safe for us to vote at 
the polls; still we have continued to 
maintain our right to vote, until the 
blood of our best men bas been shed, 
both in Missouri and Illinois, with 
impunity. 

You are doubtless somewhat familiar 
with the history of our expulsion from 
the State of Missouri, wherein scores 
of our brethren were massacred. 
Hundreds died through want and 
sickness, occasioned by their unparal- 
leled sufferings. Some millions worth 
of our property was destroyed, and 
some fifteen thousand souls fled for 
their lives to the then hospitable and 
peaceful shores of Illinois; and that 
the State of Illinois granted to us a 
liberal charter, for the term of per- 
petual euccession, under whose pro- 
vision private rights have become 
invested, and the largest city in the 
State has grown up, numbering about 
twenty thousand inhabitants. 

But, sir, the startling attitude re- 
cently assumed by the State of L[llinois, 
forbids us to think that her designs 
are any less vindictive than those of 
Missouri. She has already used the 
military of the State, with the execu- 
tive at their head, to coerce and sur- 
render up our best men to unparalleled 
murder, and that, too, under the most 
sacred pledges of protection and safety. 
Asa salve for such unearthly perfidy 
and guilt, she told us, through her 
highest executive officers, that the laws 
should be magnified and the murder- 
ers brought to justice ; but the blood 
of her innocent victims had rot been 
wholly whiped from the floor of the 
awful arena, ere the Senate of that 
State rescued one of the indicted actors 
in that mournful tragedy from the 
sheriff of Hancock County, and gave 
him a seat in her hall of legislation ; 
and all who were indicted by the 
grand jury of Hancock County for the 
murder of Joseph and Hyrum Smith, 
are suffered to roam at large, watching 
for further prey. 

To crown the climax of those bloody 
deeds, the State has repealed those 
chartered rights, by which we might 
have lawfully defended ourselves 
against aggressors. If we defend our- 
selves hereafter against violence, whe- 
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ther it comes under the shadow of law 
or otherwise (for we have reason to 
expect it in both ways), we shall then 
be charged with treason and suffer the 
penalty ; and if we continue passive 
and non-resistant, we must certainly 
expect to perish, for our enemies have 
sworn it. 

And here, sir, permit us to state 
that General Joseph Smith, during his 
short life, was arraigned at the bar of 
his country about fifty times, charged 
with criminal offences, but was ac- 
quitted every time by his country ; 
his enemies, or rather his religious 
opponents, almost invariably being his 
judges. And we further testify that, 
as a people, we are law-abiding, peace- | 
able, and without crime; and we 
challenge the world to prove to the 
contrary ; and while other less cities 
in Illinois have had special courts 
instituted to try their criminals, we 
have been stript of every source of 
arraignipg marauders and murderers 
who are prowling around to destroy 
us, except the common magistracy. 

With these facts before you, sir, will 
you write to us without delay as a 
father and friend, and advise us what 
todo. We are members of the same 
great confederacy. Our fathers, yea, 
some of us, have fought and bled for 
our country, and we love her consati- 
tution dearly. 

In the name of Israel’s God, and by 
virtue of multiplied ties of country 
and kindred, we ask your friendly 
interposition in our favor. Will it be 
too much for us to ask you to convene 
@ special session of Congress, and 
furnish us an asylum, where we can 
enjoy our rights of conscience and 
religion unmolested? Or will you, in 
a special message to that body, when 
convened, recommend a remonstrance 
against such unhallowed acts:.of 
pression and expatriation as this peo- 
ple have continued to receive from the ° 
States of Missouri and Illinois? Or 
will you favor us by your personal in- 
fluence and by your official rank? 
Or will you express your views con- 
cerning what is called the ‘‘ Great 
Western Measure” of colonizing the 
Latter-day Saints in Oregon, the north- 
western Territory, or some location 
remote from the States, where the 
hand of oppression shall not crush

every noble principle, and extinguish 
every patriotic feeling ? . 

Aud now, honored sir, having 
reached out our imploring hands to 
you, with deep solemnity, we would 
importune you as a father, a friend, a 
patriot, and the head of a mighty 
nation, by the constitution of American 
liberty, by the blood of our fathers 
who have fought for the independence 
of this republic, by the blood of the 
martyrs which has been shed in our 
midst, by the wailings of the widows 
and orphans, by our murdered fathers 
and mothers, brothers and sisters, 
wives and children, by the dread of 
immediate destruction secret 
combinations now forming for our 
overthrow, and by every endearing 
tie that binds man to man and rendera 
life bearable, and that too, for augbt 
we know, for the last time—that you 
will lend your immediate aid to quell 
the violence of mobocracy, anid exert 
your influence to establish ns as a 
people in our civil and religious rights. 
where we now are, or in some part of 
the United States, or in some place 
remote therefrom, where we may 
colonize in peace and safety as soon 
as circumstances will permit. 

We sincerely hope that your future 
prompt measures towards us will be

A LIVING FORCE. 


‘* Mormonism” seems to exercise a| the hearts of its devotees and the spirit 


most powerful influence upon, others 
than its votaries. 

When people of any nationality 
embrace its principles, the conviction 
of its truth is so strongly fastened 
upon their minds that they are ready 
and willing to make any sacrifice in 
its interests. To obey its behests 
they forsake home and kindred and 
country and count all things as dross 
which conflict with its requirements, 

And those who oppose it are as 
strongly affected in an opposite direc. 
tion. They become so angry aud 
bitter and wild, that they not only 
lose their logic, consistency and hu 
manity, but also their common sense. 
They swallow without inspection the 
most stupendous yarus and silly false. 
hoods concerning it, and display the 
most asinine stupidity in their whole- 
sale denunciations. 

It is evidently, a ‘‘live” system. 
There is force in it. And that life 
and furce cannot be extirpated by 
misrepresentation, calumny, proscrip- 
tive leyislation, bullets or bayonets. 
There is something about it which its 
unreasoning enemies have never yet 
discovered, and all their efforts to 
trample it down, flood it with ridicule 
or bind it in fetters, bave been and 
will be in vain. 

The strength of ‘‘ Mormonism” 
docs not consist in any supposed op. 
pressive rules, binding oaths, priestly 
tyranny or secret ceremonies. It lies 
in the strong conviction it carries to 


which is its life and essence. All 
the attempts of its active assailants 
are abortive, excspt to confirm the 
faith of ita discipies and increase their 
determination to stand by it to the 
death. 

It is the greatest folly in the world 
to suppose that obedience to ‘* Mor- 
monism” springs from any slavish sub- 
servience to individuals. Very little 
reflection ought to make this clear. 
The people who have flocked to Utah 
from various distant lands embraced 
its doctrines in defiance of popular 
opinion, the anathemas of the domi- 
nant clergy, the wrath of offended 
relatives and, in many instances the 
loss of employment and the destruc- 
tion of worldly prospects. Great 
numbers of them, unused to travel, 
rooted by habit aud the ways of their. 
forefathers for many generations to 
one spot, their native town or village, 
have torn themselves from these 
tenacious associations, braved the 
dangers of the uncertain 
passed through the great States 
the Union, plodded their way over 
the savage peopled plains, furded 
rivers, climbed sand hills, scaled 
mountains, battled with storm and 
tempest, lived on scanty food, and 
faced peril, hardships and puossib'e 
death, to dwell with their people in 
a far off wilderness, What for? For 
ideas! For principles! For what 
they held to be truth! | Are these the 
kind of people to be made slaves of? 
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Nor can it be truthfully asserted 
that these people migrated merely 
for the prospect of bettering their 
temporal conditions. Many of them 

ave up comfertable positions in popu- 
ous cities for a rude cabin in the 
midst of the mountains. All were 
taught that ‘‘ gathering to Zion” in- 
volved extreme hardship on the way 
and severe trial at the end of the 
journey. The published works of the 
Church abroad are proof of this. The 
very term, ‘*‘The Lord’s threshing 
floor,” applied to this place sustained 
it. It is true that the change has 
eventually given homes and farms and 
wealth to thousands of the Old- 
World’s poor. But this was not the 
object for which they came here. It 
was their religion that moved them, 
it was their religion that beckoned 
them on, it is their religion that bas 
held them here. 

Now when preachers and journal- 
ists prate of priestly despotism and 
talk of the bondage of the ‘ Mor- 
mons,” the ‘one-man power,” and 
similar nonsense, it has no effect 
upon the system they oppose except to 
strengthen it. When they accuse the 
leading men of the Church with 
crime and plunder and tyranny, they 
only lie in vain. There are no mem- 
bers of the Church who have suffered 
more than they for devotion to its 

rinciples, and no one knows this 

tter than their followers. The un- 
fair and malicious misrepresentation 
of their doctrines and practices to 
which their opponents always resort, 
instead of weakening the devotion of 
the people to their religion and their 
leaders, only serves to deepen their 
_conviction and despise the falsehood 
of their defamers. 

The present onslanght against 
**Mormonism” by leading journals 
like the New York Herald will ac- 
complish nothing except to consolidate 
that which they seek to demolish. 
All the outery in the world will not 
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manufacture evidence which does not 
exist. Theycannot criminate men whose 
hands are clear from crime. Arousing 
popular prejudice will convict no guilty 
person, nor ny the innocent in legal 
jeopardy. The ‘‘ Mormon problem” 
cannot be solved by ‘‘killing Brig- 
ham Young and a few of his prin- 
cipal assistants,” as some of these 
wonderfully wise press counsellors 
suggest. ‘‘ Destroy Joe Smith and 
you destroy ‘Mormonism,’ ” was the 
ery till 1844. But ‘‘the blood of the 
martyrs” was again ‘‘ the seed of the 
Church,” and will prove so in every 
instance. 

Brigham Young is not going to be 
sacrificed to the bloody greed of his 
enemies. But if he and his imme- 
diate associates were stricken down 
by the murderous spirit which prompts 
Christian preachers and Christian 
writers to clamor for their death, 
‘* Mormonism” would live and flou- 
rish as before, and defy the vengeance 
and the craft of its defeated foes. It 
does not depend upon the life of any 
man. 

While the spirit, which is its vital 
force, burns in the bosoms of its fol- 
lowers, while conviction of its truth 
holds the mastery of their minds, 
while their sacred obligations to sus- 
tain it influences their consciences, 
the ‘‘ Mormon problem” will remain 
unsolved by its antagonists, and as sure 
as the rising sun disperses the shades 
of night, as sure as the world is mov- 
ing forward to the day of its redemp- 
tion, as sure as the kingdoms of this 
world will become the kingdom of 
God and His Christ, so sure will what 
the world calls by the name of ‘‘ Mor- 
monism,” remaining itself unsolved, 
solve the great problems of the ages, 
bring mortal man into communion 
with His Maker, ‘and the millions.

earth’s Sabbatic era, the reign of 
righteousness and the day of universal 
brotherhood.—Ogden Junction.

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 


Elder Joseph S. Horne writes to Prest. Carrington, from Berne, May 3rd, 
as follows—‘‘ We have just had an excellent Conference in Berne. All the 
Utah Elders in this mission were present. We think the afternoon meeting 
was probably the largest gathering of Latter-day Saints ever known in Swit- 
verland. Many strangers were also present. (iood faithful testimonies to the 
truth and its ultimate triumph were given. The Saints rejoiced, and the Elders 
were happy to be again privileged in attending Conference with the Saints and 
others. Past the few days the Elders were together, ‘‘ dull cares” were cast 
aside and we have had a real good time, except that I have been troubled with 
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a general cold, which had rather a bad effect on me sometimes. Elders Wells 
and Maeser started to East Switzerland early this morning. Brother Braendlj 
contemplates making another trip td Berlin soon ; brother M. will accompany 
him, after which they will visit a few scattered Saints, then brother B. returns 
to Ludwigshaven, brother Maeser goes to spend a few weeks with his relatives 
in Meissen. Brother Lenzi is well and now writing to you. Our Emigration 
List increases nearly every week, and if all go who are now preparing, our 
company will be as large or larger than last year.” 


Elder E, F. Branting writes to Prest. A. Carrington, from Stockholm, May 
24th, as follows—‘‘ Our meetings held on the 19cb, 20th and 21st of May, 
were full of life. The instructions given by the servants of the Lord, being 
dictated by the Holy Spirit. Brother O. N. Liijeuquist, Prest. of the Scan- 
dinavian Mission, brother J.C. Sandberg from Gottenburg, and brother A, 
Hanson, and your humble servant from this Conference, were the only mis- 
sionaries from Zion. There was one grand object plainly manifested during 
our Conference, the spirit moved in a peculiar way on all the speakers, that 
the ‘‘ Book of Mormon” should be published in the Swedish language, that 
we may read it. I thought I could hear the Spirit of the Lord whisper, You 
shall soon have it, and as I understood it, steps are now being taken to have 
this laudable enterprise carrieu through. Iam very thankful for the privilege 
I have had to preach the Gospel in this my native country, and should have 
been glad to have stayed longer, if my health was not so poor—my lungs are 
very weak. Brother Tallgren, who is in Findland, writes very encouraging, 
he has baptized a few, and the Lord is opening the way, so that he can hold 
meetings, and a few are investigating. I[ understand that between five and six 
hundred members have beer added to the Church in the Scandinavian Mission 
during the last six months, and of this, ‘‘64” comes on this district. 
** Nordstjirnan” (‘‘The North Star,” in Swedish) is doing a great deal of good, 
and gaining favor rapidly, it is well received by buth Saints and strangers. The 
winter has been very severe, and to-day we can not see a green leaf on a tree, 
but the ice is melting and we can now go in to the water to baptize.”

HELD IN THE CITY HALL SALOON, CANDLERIGGS, GLASGOW, 
SUNDAY, May 20, 1877.

Meeting called to order by President 
Park. The choir sang, ‘‘ The morn- 
ing breaks, the shadows flee.” Prayer 
by Elder David Mathieson. The choir 
sang, ‘‘ Behold the mountain of the 
Lord.” Pres. Park made some open- 
ing remarks, and then read the Finan- 
cial Report trom 30th June, 1867, till 
3lst March, 1877, which was duly 
accepted. He then read the Statistical 
Report from 30th July, 1876, till 20th 


May, 1877, as follows :—12 Branches 
aud Districts, having a total of 70 
Elders, 21 Priests, 24 Teachers, 11 
Deacous, and 335 Members, the total 
of members and office-bearers being 
461: there had been during that time 
4 deaths, 4 excommunicated, 31 emi- 
grated, and 51 added by Baptism. 
He reported the Conference as being 
in a prosperous condition, that the 
Saints were earnestly striving to emi- 
grate themselves, but that the scar- 
city of employment had proved detri- 
mental to their efforts in this respect. 
He then presented the Church Autho- 
rities, and they were all unanimously 
sustained, as follows: Brigham Young, 
as Prophet, Seer, Revelator, and Pre- 
sident of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints in all the world. 
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John W. Young, his first, and Daniel 
H. Wells, his second Counselor; all 
the Authorities as they are now con- 
stituted in the land of Zion; Albert 
Carrington, as President of the Euro- 
pean Mission and the Perpetual Emi. 
gration Fund to gather the poor; 
Hamilton G. Park, as President of 
the Glasgow Conference ; the traveling 
Elders and local Priesthood, and 
finally, that the Saints sustain one 
another by their faith, prayers, and 
d works. 

Elder James McFarland then spoke 
at considerable length, introducing a 
variety of interesting topics of a his 
torical character. He read extracts 
from the 4th chapter of Deuteronomy, 
to show that the people of God always 
had to obey certain laws and statutes, 
as well as to believe in him, and that 
the same was required of us to-day. 
He showed the inconsistency of the 
world at large in grappling with the 
facts of Astronomy, Mathematics, and 
other sciences, while they did not pro- 
ceed in the same logical manner in 
dealing with the truths of the Gospel. 
He showed the necessity for believing 
in the fulfillment of prophecy, and 
bore a powerful testimony to the truth 
of the Latter-day work.

He also states that a call had been made upon the settlements north of Manti, 
for aid in the good work, to which Mount Pleasant had responded, having/ 
nearly completed the construction of a house for the accommodatien of their 
hands, and the other settlements were-making arrangements to follow suit. 


RETURNED.—Elder David Cluff, Jun., of Provo, arrived from Australia, in 
which part of the world he has been laboring, as a missionary, for about 16 
months. He bronght with him a party of emigrating Saints, numbering eight 
persons. They are William, Mary, Caroline, Louise and Hyrum Chittenden, 
and Harriet, Ruth and Lester Mayberry. The last named stopped over at San 
Francisco to visit relatives a short time. Elder Cluff’s field of laborin Australia 
was Gouldburn and vicinity, where eleven persons were baptized during his stay 
there. Elder Jacob Miller labored in the same field before his return home on 
account of ill health. The work in that part of the world is steadily progress- 
ing. Several other families are expected to arrive in Utah from there next 
month. 

Procressinc.—Elder D. W. Jones writes to President B. Young, from Camp 
Utah, Arizona, April 23rd. We are enabled to extract~‘‘ Our ditch is ready 
to have the water turned in, and we expect to have it running upon our land 
this week, and to commence plowing for corn, etc., about the lst of May. We 
want, if possible, to plant about 200 acres. The land is easy to cultivate. There 
could be two thousand acres planted here in one field, without a break, all good 
land. Our ditch covers the whole of it. By extending it about four miles we 
can cover between five and six sections of land, of the best quality, all in a 
body, and well situated for cultivation.” Elder Jones states that the people 
are living in the United Order, and good feelings prevail. In this system a 
great*deal more work is accomplished in developing the settlements than could 
possibly be in a divided capacity. The Indians are very much interested in the 
settlers—Pimas, Maricopas, Papigos and others having made two or three days’ 
travel to visit them. Some of them having worked upon the ditch and appear 
peaceable, honest and kindly. 


Mrs, Frank Leslie, in an interview with a reporter of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, is reported as saying that the ‘‘ Mormon” women were different 
from what she had expected them to be—more intelligent, more womanly, and 
better contented with their lot. They expressed themselves as not preferring 
polygamy, but looking upon the practice as part of their religion. Her own 
view of the matter was that without polygamy Utah would be one of the most 
prosperous portions of the Union.
